Comment 3 


(1) The tanks and SF guns detrained in Tarshim probably 
pelonged to the 18th iiecz Div tank unit which is cuartered 
in the iarchim Reiter Haserne, The troops return od to 
their militery post upon coupletion of the Third Shock 
Army maneuvers in the area east of Magdebure. 
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(2) The tanks and motorized troops observed heading 
towards Ludwigslust and Meyenburg on 28 and 29 Octo~ 
ber 1949 ,»robably belonged to Mimponet units of the 
18th weecz Div. The units may have participated in 
the final maneuvers in the area Southeast of iarchin 
in late October 1919. It appears possible, however, 
that the tanks moving towards Ludwigslust may have 
belonged to a tank unit which was transferred from 
Farchim to Ferleberg. 


(3) The unit presumably belonged to an AAA unit which 
was transferred to Farchim. According to another report, 
the unit had bean in ferleberg.
